COMMUTING NIGHTMARE 

35W construction will begin in August 
and never, ever end 



S omeday soon, you will get into 
traffic on I-35W and never get off 
You and your fellow trapped 
commuters will learn to adjust, 
first sharing snacks, leftovers, and bottles 
of water, later learning to collect rainwa¬ 
ter and forage for edible grasses along 
the roadside. You will erect primitive 
lean-tos and build fires using old copies 
of City Pages and the fake wood paneling 
of aging Chrysler minivans, forever hop¬ 
ing that someday the cars begin moving, 
and civilization might begin anew. 

A new construction project will begin 
in August, torturing commuters from 
the southern suburbs and beyond. The 
worst part: It’s scheduled to carry on 
for four years. As in until late 2021, at the 
earliest. That is at least two presidents 
from now! 

The $265 million project will see lane 
closures starting this year, though the 


already-crowded commuter artery will 
never fully close. For updates on how 
many lanes are affected at a given time, 
try searching the rage-twisted faces of 
your colleagues. If they are nonspeaking 
and catatonic, you may want to keep to 
city streets and avoid the freeway. 

The construction will also close bridges 
that cross 35W, which will receive main¬ 
tenance one by one. 

The biggest physical change resulting 
from this interminable road work is a 
new Lake Street transit station. The site 
will mirror the look of the 46th Street 
Station, which stands in the middle of 
I-35W. 

According to an artist’s rendering of 
the station obtained by the Southwest 
Journal, cars will have all but abandoned 
35W by the time the Lake Street station is 
built, with the exception of a handful of 
all-white vehicles ferrying the ghosts of 


people who perished in the Great Traffic 
Jam Famine of 2019. 

Speaking of that station, its users are 
the real winners in this plan: Whereas at 
present, bus drivers on I-35W must do 
their best impression of Sandra Bullock 
in Speed, this project includes a “transit- 
only access ramp” for riders taking the 
Lake Street station to downtown Min¬ 
neapolis or beyond. 


Sounds great! But sounding less great: 
Lake Street will “lose a lane in each direc¬ 
tion during construction.” 

If indeed traffic is supposed to teach 
us about the need for other modes of 
transportation, south Minneapolis is 
about to learn a very long, painful lesson. 

In a related story, the Southwest Light 
Rail Transit line is on schedule to be

Minnesota vs. Itse^ 

In the Legislature, the Twin Cities play the villain, then pick up the check 


ay Dehn’s been hearing it his 
whole life. 

As a kid, he would visit relatives 
in southern Minnesota, where 
farm-raised cousins would ‘‘give me shit 
about being a city kid.” About how lucky 
and spoiled he was. And about how the 
Twin Cities took money from the pockets 
of hard-working rural Minnesotans. 

Today, state Rep. Dehn (DFL-Minneap- 
olis) knows a lot more about state budget¬ 
ing than he did back then. His cousins had 
been lied to. 

Of the state’s 87 counties, more than half 
of Minnesota’s income tax revenue comes 
from just four: Hennepin, Ramsey, Dakota, 
and Washington. But it doesn’t seem to 
matter. “These people have been, quite 
frankly, ingrained to think that way from 
a young age,” Dehn says. 

Take Fairmont (population 11,000), 
which next year will get about half its bud¬ 
get from the state. To a small-town mayor, 
that aid means a new police officer racing 
to a domestic abuse call at 1 a.m. It can be 
the difference between being a city and a 
very long cul de sac with a welcome sign. 

Cities with robust tax bases do their own 
lifting. Minneapolis passed a $75 million 
increase in school spending last year, and 
Hennepin Count/s about to sign off on a 
$125 million sales tax hike for transpor¬ 
tation. If there’s opposition, it’s quiet and 
outnumbered. 

But small towns also need sewers, nursing 
homes, and schools, though fewer residents 
are able (or willing to pay their own way. So 


far this year, 16 school districts have voted 
on referendums; 12 voted them down. 

When there’s a shortfall, the Twin Cities 
picks up the tab. 

The same goes for state highway funds. 
As a “donor county,” Hennepin contributed 
$64 million more in 2014 than was spent 
on its own highways. 

Yet you never hear a Minneapolis or St. 
Paul lawmaker campaigning on shutting off 
the tap, protecting their urban constituents 
from these greedy villagers. They don’t ask 
to be thanked. Lately, they’d settle for just 
not having their city slapped in the face so 
hard, and so often. 

On almost every issue of local impor¬ 
tance, outstate Republicans have moved 
to thwart city folks: light rail, bus transit, 
funding for the University of Minnesota, 
higher minimum wages, banning plastic 
bags. They’re protecting urban voters from 
themselves. 

Sen. John Jasinski (R-Faribault) blames 
the rural versus metro divide on “different 
values” and — wait for it — rural concerns 
about funding big-city projects. 

“I’ve got these retired people in my dis¬ 
trict, thinking the/re never going to use 
— and half of ’em have never seen — the 
light rail in the metro,” Jasinski says. “And 
yet outstate Minnesota funds 50 percent 
of the operating expenses.” 

If only it was true. When a transit proj¬ 
ect doesn’t sell enough tickets to pay for 
itself, who do they suppose covers the bill? 
Jasinski’s Faribault County, with its $13 
million in 2015 income tax liabilities? Or 


Hennepin, with $3.1 billion? 

Dehn offers begrudging admiration for 
Republicans who perpetuate this “myth, 
blaming urban Democrats for hardships 
in rural Minnesota.” 

They’ve created dozens of little Alabamas 
throughout Minnesota, railing against those 
big-government liberals off in that faraway 
city, never mentioning how much they’re 
taking. One hand forms a fist they shake 
self-righteously at the sky; the other gladly 
reaches for the incoming checks. 

At town hall meetings in 2015, rural 
Republicans proposed slashing state aid to 
Minneapolis, St. Paul, and Duluth, impl 5 dng 
that they were hogging state funds. 

Small-town mayors came to their defense. 
The Coalition of Greater Minnesota Cities 
called the cuts “completely arbitrary,” not¬ 
ing the cities give far more than they get. 
St. Paul’s per capita state aid ranked 429th. 
Minneapolis came in 461st, meaning more 
than 400 Minnesota towns were getting a 
better deal than we were. 

And we still have to play the villain. 

State aid represents a “wonderful part¬ 
nership” between the state and its small 
towns, says Winona City Councilman Allyn 
Thurley. His city needs the support — $9.5 
million of it, to be exact — to make ends 
meet. None of his constituents mentioned 
concern about plastic bags in Minneapolis. 

“These issues that affect the metro area 
are of a concern to the metro area,” Thurley 
says. “They haven’t reached — I hate to use 
the term, but — the hinterland.” 

In Luveme, Mayor Pat Baustian sees “par¬ 




tisan politics bullshit, pardon my language” 
in the us-versus-them posturing. The state 
has to work together, says Baustian, a chief 
master sergeant with the Air National Guard. 
He doesn’t go to Vikings games, but backed 
the new stadium because he could see how 
important it was to Twin Citians. 

In 2015, Hennepin and Ramsey counties 
generated $2 billion in sales tax revenue. 
Rock County, where Baustian lives, paid 
$3.6 million. 

“We understand in greater Minnesota 
thatmostofthe economic opportunity hap¬ 
pens in the metro,” says Baustian, whose 
city will get one-third of its budget from 
the state next year. 

Still, misunderstanding goes both ways, 
he adds. Urbanites often ignore the tremen¬ 
dous contributions of outstate agriculture. 
He and Thurley encourage everyone in the 
metro to venture out to their corners of the 
state, and learn more about the beautiful 
country filled with good people. 

We can only heal the rural-urban divide 
by coming to know them, and they us. And 
when they come to trust you, try doing some¬ 
thing their legislators won’t. Tell them the 
truth. Sa

A SECOND CHANCE AT LIFE, CAGED IN THE HANDS 
OF TWO LARGE COMPANIES

t’s June and I’m on another first 
date, drinking at a sidewalk cafe 
in Minneapolis. 

My date, an artist with a 
penchant for putting Sharpies 
to skateboards, seems wholly 
unaware that I’m already buzzed, though 
happy hour’s close remains in the distance. 

I have rediscovered my love of coffee- 
and cocktail-fueled writing benders a 


few weeks after flying to Minneapolis 
from Kenya, where I work as a freelance 
journalist. 

“So what brings you back to Minne¬ 
apolis?” my Tinder Swipe Right asks, 
oblivious that my answer is spiked with 
two glasses of chardonnay and about a 
gallon of espresso. 

‘Well, if you’re talking literally, I would 
say a nonrefimdable airline ticket to visit 
my now ex-boyfriend,” I answer. “But 
figuratively, I came home to spend time 


with my 94-year-old grandfather, who’s 
in hospice.” 

I pause to take a long drink from my 
gin and tonic. 

“I also have narcolepsy,” I add. “I take 
Adderall — like, a lot of Adderall — to func¬ 
tion. They don’t have it in Kenya, so I bring 
it from the U.S.” 

Silence. I probably should’ve just said I 
was visiting family, omitting any mention 
of my autoimmune disease made famous 
by the movie Deuce Bigalow: Male Gigolo. 


“I work with a lot of overmedicated 
kids,” he replies, referring to his gig moon¬ 
lighting as an art teacher. “That’s the first 
time I’ve ever heard anything positive 
about Adderall, ever.” 

I ease into the awkward silence with 
another sip. 

“Trust me, I wouldn’t be alive without 
it.” I deadpan. “Adderall saved my life.” 

This might seem a lofty statement for 
a prescription stimulant known for its 
addictive qualities and reputation for abuse. 
But the truth is Adderall did save my life. 
The proof reveals itself in the spider webs 
of scars carved into my forearms. 

“C an I get you two an54hing?” the wait¬ 
ress cuts in. He looks at me. I nod back, 
suggesting it’s up to him. 

“Yeah,” he replies. “Another round.” 

I was a few days shy of my 30th birthday 
when I returned to my parents’ house in 
south Minneapolis. My recent repatriation 
from the chaotic streets of Nairobi was a 
result of a sucker punch of shitty situa¬ 
tions: an out-of-the-blue breakup with 
my Minneapolis boyfriend, the pending 
death of my much-loved grandfather, and 
a lingering lung infection that landed me 
in a Nairobi hospital, which resembled 
something from The English Patient. 

But of all the crappy situations I was 
facing, one was most formidable: dealing 
with Blue Cross Blue Shield of Minnesota. 

I was diagnosed with narcolepsy when 
I was 25. It’s an autoimmune disease that 
disturbs the restorative stage of sleep, leav¬ 
ing me exhausted during the day and an 
insomniac at night. Still, as bizarre as it 
seemed, my diagnosis ended a 10-year 
cycle of depression so intense I almost 
didn’t survive. 

I was a healthy child whose gentleness 
was only outmatched by my bleeding heart. 
But my soft demeanor seemed to catch an 
edge around high school, turning what was 
routine teenage melancholy into a tunnel 
of unrelenting depression that eventually 
landed me in a locked hospital unit. 

I turned my anger inward. Anorexia 
was first, satiating my obsession with 
self-punishment until I was nothing more 
than a human marionette of twisted bones 
propped together with paper skin. After 
high school came forced isolation, a way 
of protecting others from my emotional 
volatility, which seemed to sweep through 
me suddenly and with growing frequency. 

By mid-college, most of my free moments 
were spent buying drugstore makeup to 
cover the million little cuts I sliced down 
my forearm. 

My parents realized something wasn’t 
quite right. First, they chalked it up to hor¬ 
mones, a chemical imbalance in my brain, 
or the fact that my conservative schooling 
didn’t tolerate girls who preferred Sylvia 
Plath to prep rallies.

They sent me to a shrink. Despite piles of 
antidepressants, hours in cognitive behav¬ 
ioral therapy, family therapy, music therapy, 
and two stints at an eating disorder pro¬ 
gram, my emotional instability continued 
to worsen to the point of tempting death. 


“I swear to god, I didn’t want to die. I just 
wanted to sleep forever.” 

It was a frigid December night in 2011 
when my longtime boyfriend found me 
quietly carving away at my left forearm 
with a razor. 

‘What are you doing, Katie?” 

My eyes remained transfixed on a series 
of small slices filling with small red dots 
of blood. 

“I’m really tired and everything hurts,” I 
said. “But not the physical pain, like when 
you break a bone. The kind of pain that 
makes you want to slice apart your flesh 
so you can crawl out of your own skin.” 

He called my mother. 

Heeding the warning on my physician’s 
voicemail — “If this is an emergency, please 
call 911 or go to the nearest emergency 
room”—they loaded me into my boyfiiend’s 
Chevy Suburban and drove me to the near¬ 
est emergency room. 

I was taken behind a thin blue curtain 
and asked a series of questions. “How are 
you feeling, Ms. Nelson?” the young doc¬ 
tor asked. 

“I’m really tired — like I could sleep 
forever,” I explained hesitantly. A cotton 
sheet divider was the only thing hiding my 
shame from the other patients. 

‘Why did you injure yourself?” he asked, 
gazing at my damaged arm. 

“Because everything hurts and nothing 
makes it better. I’m exhausted.” 


I found an open bed and quickly fell 
asleep. An hour later, I woke up feeling 
better — not great, but not wanting to sleep 
forever, which seemed like progress. 

“I’m fine now,” I informed the doctor. 
“I mean, I’m still really tired, but think 
I’m okay.” 

“I don’t think so, Ms. Nelson. We’re going 
to send you somewhere where you can 
be monitored. We need to make sure you 
don’t hurt yourself again.” 

‘What?” I pleaded. “I think you’ve made 
a mistake. I’m just really, really tired.” 

He was not convinced. 

A few minutes later, three strong-armed 
medics and a cop put me in the back of an 
ambulance. I arrived at a second hospital 
and was taken to a wing sealed shut by two 
steel doors, a place for psychiatric patients 


the emergency room couldn’t handle. 

Behind the locked doors were a dozen 
patients, half wandering aimlessly around 
the living room, the rest watching a muted 
talk show on a television locked inside a 
steel cage. 

“I swear to god, I didn’t want to die,” I 
told the intake nurse, who was inspecting 
my bandaged arm. 

“I’m sure you didn’t,” she said. 

Instead of releasing me to my family, 
the nurse took me to a small, white-walled 
room with a single window overlooking 
East 28th Street. 

“Schizophrenia and meth don’t play nice,” 
my middle-aged roommate explained while 
taping handfuls of family photos to her 
side of the wall. Apparently she planned 
to stay for a while. 

I wrapped ablanket around my shoulders. 


lay down on the bed, and cried, finally real¬ 
izing what everyone else already knew: I 
was sick and I wasn’t getting better. 

“Ms. Nelson, you promise you won’t cut 
your arms again, correct?” a young doctor 
asked the next morning. 

“Sure,” I replied. 

I somehow convinced the on-call physi¬ 
cian to discharge me the following afternoon 
by making a plethora of promises I had no 
intention of keeping. 

I left the hospital traumatized and deeply 
terrified of what my mind was capable 
of I vowed never to ask for help again. I 
decided I would rather die alone. 


It’s a year later and I’m barely alive. 

“I’m going to give up,” I told my psychiatrist.

Allison Holt. She had taken over my care 
after I fired her predecessor for loading me 
up with a slew of psychotropic medications 
that made my face twitch uncontrollably. 

I was spending up to 22 hours a day in 
bed, only rising to drink coffee or boxed 
wine, depending on the time of day. Most 
of my doctors assumed my all-day sleep 
regime was a side effect of the 10 medica¬ 
tions I was taking, or an unusually severe 
bout of depression. Allison did not. 

“You need to get a sleep study,” she said, 
an occasional request she made more force¬ 
fully this time. Finally, I acquiesced. 

I arrived at the sleep clinic 20 minutes 
late and looking like hell. I had slept all 
day and, despite chugging coffee en route, 
was still exhausted. 

A nurse escorted me to a bedroom 
that resembled something from a Holi¬ 
day Inn, gluing a handful of wires to my 
scalp before putting me to bed. I was sur¬ 
prised to awake the next morning feeling 
somewhat refreshed. 

“You have narcolepsy,” my neurologist 
explained. “It’s a chronic sleep disorder 
that makes you feel like you haven’t slept 
for a week. There is no cure for it, but there 
are medications that will help.” 

He handed me a prescription for 60mg 
Adderall — a stimulant used to treat atten¬ 
tion deficit hyperactivity disorder. The dos¬ 
age was later cranked to 90mg. 

That afternoon, I swallowed two cap¬ 
sules and fell asleep on my parents’ couch. 
Forty-five minutes later, I woke up a dif¬ 
ferent person — feeling clear-headed and 
more awake than I had in my entire life. 

In less than one hour, Adderall, a medica¬ 
tion demonized by many for its common 
abuse, had done what dozens of physicians 
and specialists failed to do. It ended a decade

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of suffering at the blade of my own mind. 
I was suddenly free. 

“I felt like I finally got my daughter back,” 
my mother said. ‘'It was a miracle.” 


It’s a strange feeling, spending an entire 
decade in unimaginable pain, only to have 
everything you’ve lost — your spirit, your 
passion, your sense of feeling human — 
quietly return to you. 

But that’s what happened on January 
26,2012, the day I got my life back. 

A few weeks after my first dose, I reen¬ 
rolled in graduate school, quickly regain¬ 
ing a sense of normality and routine. My 
once-debilitatingdepressionbecame almost 
obsolete. By spring, the only traces of my 
tragedy were the white scars running down 
my forearm. 

But while the semblance of a human 
took shape, internally I was still profoundly 
wounded, grief-stricken by my past and 
haunted by a fear that everything could 
be taken away again by a handful of pills. 

I was also terribly lonely, a state of mind 
compounded by the fact that I had no idea 
what to do with all my free time. I had few 
hobbies or interests outside of staying awake 
and alive. Worse, despite years of therapy, 
I was still very much a stranger to myself 

One year and four months after finding 
out I had narcolepsy, I graduated with a 
master’s in public health—only to promptly 
bail on health care for a career in journalism 

I had dabbled in freelancing for a local 
paper, but was forced to abandon it after 
sleeping through one too many deadlines. 

So I contacted one of the only editors in 
the Twin Cities who was harder off than 
me: Nick Coleman. The former colum¬ 
nist known for hounding both sources 
and colleagues alike had just taken over 
The Uptake and was looking for hungry 
— and perhaps desperate — journalists. I 
was hired on the spot. 

My rookie reporting gig quickly steam- 
rolled into a proper career. Still, I couldn’t 
shake the feeling I was living in the shadows 
of my past, fearful that I was too sick, too 
fragile, too dependent on medication to 
pursue a bigger life. 

I was faced with a choice: Stay in Min¬ 
neapolis and remain tethered to the fear 
of my own darkness? Or leave and take a 
gamble on my second chance at life? 

On a sweltering June afternoon two years 
ago, I boarded a plane to begin again as a 
foreign correspondent in Kenya. 


BANG. BANG. POP! POP! POP! 

I’m crawling on my hands and knees 
and can’t see a goddamn thing. The ground 
is shaking with each echoing BOOM as 
bombs of black smoke explode at my feet. 
I take cover under two plastic lawn chairs 
that quiver with each blast. 

“All right, Kate!” my colleague Anders 
Hammer yells. Too loud to hear, he ges¬ 


tures a countdown with his fingers. “One, 
two... three!” 

We run toward a heap of plastic dummies 
strewn 100 feet ahead. The combination 
of sounds, smells, and 90mg of Adderall 
leaves me choking for air, my heart pushing 
violently against my chest. 

“You take his legs and I’ll get his arms!” 
I yell to Hammer, who’s already putting a 
tourniquet on a dummy whose limbs were 
blown off moments before. 

I begin threading the tourniquets into 
two loops, but am hit by something hard 
and hot on my lower back. 

“SHIT!” I yell, falling down to my knees, 
the ground reverberating. 

I’m in the middle of a firefight in Nairobi. 
A simulated one, I should say. 

It’s the last day of a battlefield medical 
course for journalists who work in con¬ 
flict. We’re practicing stopping femoral 
bleeding, treating bullet holes, cleaning 
shrapnel wounds. 

Thankfully, the bombs are only massive 
fireworks and stink bombs. Still, Black Cats 
hurt when they hit open flesh. 

Td successfully avoided rubber bullets 
and cluster bombs since coming to Nai¬ 
robi, opting for stories on gay rights and 
environmental degradation, rather than 
seeking out the bang-bang of neighbor¬ 
ing Somalia. 

That said, life in the city fondly known as 
“Nairoberry” for its theft and petty crime, 
isn’t without its challenges, especially when 
you’re living with a chronic illness. 

Traveling abroad is nearly impossible for 
people like me. Many countries — including 
Kenya—ban stimulants like Adderall. But 
it was my insurance company. Blue Cross 
Blue Shield of Minnesota, that made life 
most difficult. 

I first confronted America’s insurance 
clusterfuck a few days before my 26th birth¬ 
day. Ripening out of my parents’ plan and 
constrained by a pre-existing condition, I 
was forced to buy a policy under the Con¬ 
solidated Omnibus Budget Reconciliation 
Act — aka COBRA — which may be the 
most expensive insurance ever. 

Then came the Affordable Care Act—aka 
Obamacare—which banned insurers from 
refusing to cover pre-existing conditions. 
It was a godsend. 

After conferring with dozens of com¬ 
panies and spending countless hours on 
hold, I enrolled with Blue Cross Blue Shield 
of Minnesota. 

My new insurance policy seemed like a 
decent, albeit expensive plan, chosen for its 
low prescription copays and clear “vacation 
override policy,” which allows patients to 
collect several months’ worth of medica¬ 
tion in advance before an extended trip. 
But as they say, the devil is in the details.

Thank 
you. Goodbye.” 

Goddammit. My prescriptions are 
denied again. 

It’s June of last summer, and I’ve just 
flown to Minneapolis after five blissful 
months in Kenya. Things aren’t going as 
planned. 

‘T think Blue Cross wants me to give 
up,” I tell my mom. 

I’ve been battling my insurer for weeks. 
Blue Cross is refusing to approve a five- 
month medication advance — known as 
a “vacation override” — for another stint 
in Kenya. 

Tm not surprised. 

Vacation overrides allow patients to get 
more than one month’s worth of medication 
at a time, freeing frequent travelers like 
me from the 30-day refills often required 
for controlled drugs like Adderall. 

I’ve gone through the process a half- 
dozen times before with other insurers. 
Each is different. All are complicated. 

I submitted my first override to Blue 
Cross in January 2016 with the help of 
my doctor’s administrator, Lisa Smith. 
Requesting six months’ worth of Adderall 
was far from straightforward. 

Over two months. Smith and I spent 
countless hours on the phone with depart¬ 
ments and divisions, attempting to clarify 
obscure policy details with representatives 
who often had no idea where to find the 
override policy in my plan. Or even what 
a vacation override was. 

It was a grueling and deeply emotional 
experience that left me questioning 
whether anyone in the insurance industry 
even cared about the patients they were 


hired to serve. 

Now, six months later. Smith and I were 
on our second time around. We felt more 
confident it would go smoothly. 

We were wrong. 

Smith calls Blue Cross to verify my 
override policy is the same as the year 
before. But neither she nor I can find 
anyone remotely knowledgeable about 
overrides — or who can even provide me 
with a copy of my policy. 

Instead, we are passed from person to 
person until the line inevitably goes static. 
It is the second week of June. 

Eventually, Smith finds an online appli¬ 
cation form for Prime Therapeutics, the 
Blue Cross subsidiary that sets prescription 
costs, approves medications, and arranges 
contracts with pharmacies. 

Despite being owned by Blue Cross, 
Prime often operates on a completely 
separate set of standards, which, in my

experience, often contradicts those of 
Blue Cross. 

Nonetheless, Smith files requests for 
each of my seven medications. Prime will 
make a decision within 10 days. 

“It seemed to be too good to be true,” 
Smith would come to say. “And I was right. 
It was too good to be true.” 

It’s now July 7. I’m almost out of Adderall. 

My request is stuck in Prime purgatory. 
Walgreens refuses to dispense my monthly 
prescriptions until Prime gives the OK. 
On top of that. Smith has bad news. 
“Prime just called. [Blue Cross] gave me 
the wrong information,” she says. “You 
do need to request a second travel over¬ 
ride request to Blue Cross Blue Shield, 
not Prime.” 


This isn’t the worst of it, she adds. Prime 
now says that my plan allows only one 
override a year. Since I used it in January, 
I’m not allowed a second request. 

“Prime,” she adds, “said it was not their 
problem anymore.” 

This is bad. I can’t get back to work. I 
only have a few days of medication left. 
Worse still, my life is caged between two 
companies actively keeping me from the 
medication that keeps me alive. 

My mother, who has spent 30 years man¬ 
aging a Minneapolis children’s hospital, 
senses my panic and steps in. 

“Where is the travel override policy in 
her plan?” she asks a Blue Cross rep. 

“Who’s responsible for making these 
decisions?” 

“Can you appeal the policy?” 

No one at Blue Cross can answer her 
questions. In fact, they can’t even find a 
copy of my policy, much less interpret 
the fine print. 

‘Your plan doesn’t necessarily list all 
those intricate things,” explains Dawn 
Jones, a pharmacist in Woodbury. “If the 
change doesn’t address a certain percent 
of their clients, insurers don’t feel there’s a 
need to inform people, so then they don’t. 
But you don’t know that until you go to 
the pharmacy and there’s an issue.” 

Smith keeps digging. 

After logging dozens of hours on the 
phone, she finally reaches someone in 
Prime’s clinical review department. Their 
suggestion? Submit yet another override 
request to Prime, with a note requesting 
that Blue Cross “override the first override.” 

Essentially, it would mean asking Blue 
Cross for a one-time policy change. 

We rush the new request, which requires 
a documented itinerary for my upcoming 
trip to Kenya. But I am not an optimistic 
woman. Nor a rich one. I am not very will¬ 
ing to gamble $1,500 on a non-refundable

plane ticket in hopes of picking up my 
Adderall by the departure date. My par¬ 
ents gamble for me and we book a ticket. 

Smith calls again with good news — 
sort of — saying my request for a second 
override is “officially under review.” A 
decision will be made within 72 hours. 


It is July 12, more than a month into my 
phone war of attrition with Blue Cross. 
And still no word. 

Smith contacts Prime. More bad news. 
The company has been sitting on the 
request without action. 

Even worse news comes from Blue 
Cross, which now says Prime provided 
the wrong information. In fact, patients 
are never allowed one-time policy changes, 
irrespective of circumstance. Nothing can 
be done. 

“But what happens if a patient travels out 
of the country a few times a year?” Smith 
asks a company rep. “Are they responsible 
for paying for their medications out of 
their own pocket?” 

Blue Cross suggests having a doctor 
prescribe a greater dosage than needed 
to make the medicine last longer, an idea 
posed by another rep a few weeks before. 

There is a small problem with this. 

“That’s falsifying medical records,” says 
Dr. Bryan Schwieters, my physician. And 
it could be illegal. 

I am furious. Furious that my insurance 
company preferred to pass me between 
divisions, departments, and parent com¬ 
panies rather than take responsibility for 
dealing with my case. Furious that I am 
forced to fight for medications to treat a 
disease that I never asked for and never 
wanted. More than anything, I am furious 
that after 10 years of suffering, my life — my 
second chance — is being determined by 
two large companies that clearly do not 
give a single shit about me. 

“I honestly don’t know what to say, 
other than sorry about all of this and it 
was basically just a huge waste of time 
on both of our parts,” Smith writes in an 
email. “I just don’t know what else I can 
do on my end... I’m so very sorry.” 

It seems I will never return to Africa. 


“Thank you for using Walgreens pharmacy 
located at the southwest corner of Lyndale 
and 54th in Minneapolis. Your prescription 


is ready to be picked up at the Walgreens 
pharmacy. Thank you, goodbye.” 

“Huh, that’s weird,” I tell my mom. “I 
thought Blue Cross denied my request.” 

It is July 18. My mother agrees to stop 
by Walgreens. “But don’t get your hopes 
up,” she warns. 

Waiting for me are five bags of medica¬ 
tion, enough for a 90-day trip abroad — 60 
days less than I requested. Strangely, Blue 
Cross has covered everything. 

I have no idea why. Neither does the 
pharmacist. 

I contact Blue Cross. Unfortunately, 
getting answers from its communications 
team is almost as painful as getting medi¬ 
cations approved. 

“We’re looking into your questions 
and will follow up shortly,” writes Laura 
Kaslow. 

She does not follow up shortly. After 
hounding the company for a week. Blue 
Cross releases a generic statement. 

“Each person’s situation is unique,” it 
reads, adding that factors such as “whether 
a member is traveling within the United 
States or abroad, the length of travel, and 
the types of prescriptions requested” deter¬ 
mine if a request is approved or denied. 

Prime isn’t much better, refusing to com¬ 
ment on my case because “statements may 
not apply across our book of business,” 
says Denise Lecher. 

I continue to contact both companies, 
asking for a copy of my policy. Their 
response is to pinball me between com¬ 
munications teams over the next 10 months, 
my questions unanswered. 

I return to Nairobi. But while my work 
brings me to some of the most difficult 
parts of the world, I cannot escape the 
fact that my life can be determined by 
two companies. 

That was until January 18,2017, when 
my third request for a one-year override 
was mysteriously approved. I collect 365 
days’ worth of Adderall. 

I will never know why Blue Cross 
agreed to release my medications. Friends 
suspect it buckled under pressure from a 
journalist, her physician, and her family 
who wouldn’t give up. 

According to my pharmacist, it was 
the first time in her career that she’d 
ever seen a patient successfully request 
that amount. 03

Beef pot au pho

T he Lexington pot pie, like a lady's 
Easter hat, is folded over primly 
at the corners and crescendos in 
billowy pleats at its toasty golden 

pinnacle. 

Inside, a fine stew, at once liquid and 
solid, has al dente spring peas and supple 
chicken suspended in a luxe sauce. It's a 
tilt-your-head-back-and-sigh kind of bite. 

This muchballyhooed pot pie is 6 circular 
inches of metaphor for the restaurant 
that serves it: The new Lexington is both 
celebration and pure comfort. It's special, 
showy, and precise, but most of all, it's eager 
to please. 

‘T want the guy who varnishes the floor 
down at St. Thomas to be able to sit down 
next to the mayor and have a drink," Jack 
Riebel, chef and partner, told me in an 
early interview. 


The old Lexington needs no introduction. 
Established in 1935, the St. Paul institution 
was long considered that city's finest 
restaurant, the grande dame on Grand 
Avenue. 

After closing in 2013, it was acquired 
by a team of investors led by longtime 
and renowned restaurateur Josh Thoma 
(formerly of La Belle Vie and Solera, 
currently of Smack Shack). It finally 
reopened after a lengthy and expensive 
renovation earlier this year, much to the 
relief of its many fans. 

Riebel heads up the kitchen. Formerly 
of La Belle Vie and Butcher and the Boar, 
Riebel is a ‘'blue blood" St. Paul guy who 
grew up three blocks from the Lex. He's 
also consistently the Twin Cities' best chef 

A dining touchstone revived by a culinary 
master — what could possibly stand in the 
Lexington's way? 

Ghosts, of course. The staff doesn't like 


to indulge in the lore too much, but one 
doesn't have to stretch her imagination too 
far to think the place haunted. On an early 
visit, the power in the entire restaurant 
went out, leaving the whole of it utterly 
dark except for the flicker of candlelight. 
The kitchen valiantly played on, sending 
out what courses they could. Servers busted 
out manual credit card swipers. 

A few weeks later, all of the hoods went 
out, forcing the cooks into the catering 
kitchen to finish meals. There's other 
unexplained phenomena too. A former 
staff member insists chairs were stacked, 
poltergeist-style, behind his back. 

So, is it haunted? 

“You'd think [potential spirits] would 
be happy someone is in here!" says Riebel. 

Even if the spirits aren't happy, we the 
people are certainly glad he's there. 

Riebel speaks at length about the 
daunting job he faced reopening the Lex.

His opening menu had to somehow satisfy 
three generations of diners. He gathered a 
half-century's worth of menus and went to 
work on must-haves, sacrifices, inventions, 
and re-inventions. 

The job was nothing short of an 
intellectual pursuit. A puzzle fit for a master. 
And it seems as though he nailed it. 

The oversized, stately menus are the 
sort you spot in film noir or cartoons. They 
don't make them like these anymore. ITs an 
important gesture that lets you know you're 
about to have an exceptional experience. 

The Lex is, has been, and will always be 
an old-school supper club, so they have 
indulged those who want big, important 
steaks and chops, and little ones, too.

for dainty eaters. Spend $29 (10-ounce 
top sirloin) to $100 (36-ounce dry-aged 
Porterhouse for two) on beef how you like 
it. The Lex is bound to get it right every 
single time. 

But look beyond the obvious choices for 
those strokes of intellectualism. A liver and 
onions lover might find himself supping 
on foie gras and caramelized onion bacon 
pecan brittle. An escargot fiend discovers 
mushroom caps under her cheese and 
toasted breadcrumbs instead of snails. Both 
of these are modern updates to a couple of 
Lexington menu items that history simply 
would not allow the kitchen to jettison. 

And Riebel, an avid lover of the sea, 
couldn’t and wouldn’t be content with pink 
cocktail shrimp hanging off a martini glass. 
Here, the seafood cocktail is a Yucatan-style 
aguachile with plump snapper, shrimp, and 
octopus spread on a plate with chile, cilantro, 
and citrus woven in for color and flavor. A 
little ramekin of Saltines and cocktail sauce 
offers a nod to old traditions. 

Or try the beef pot au pho, a cheeky 
take on pot-au-feu, a workaday French 
beef stew. This faux pho boasts sous vide 
beef, bok choy, mint, and sesame spaetzle 
in place of ordinary noodles. Pecan-crusted 
White fish Gorbachev—named for the 
Soviet statesman who visited Minnesota 
in 1990 and was fed by Riebel at the the 
late downtown Minneapolis fine-dining 
restaurant GoodfeUows—has the distinction 
ofbeing approved by KGB protocol. It passes 
muster for us as well. 

Butfor my money, the mostgratifyingway 
to enjoy the Lex is at the back bar, where, 
Thursday through Sunday, jazz luminaries 
dazzle the room at no additional cost to you, 
a rare pleasure in these days of ever-thinner 
margins and fast-casual everything. 

A true barman serves your drinks: none 
other than Geoffrey Lee Trelstad, who used 
to manage the bar at the very fine and long- 
lost King & I. Here, he holds stately court, 
not like a newfangled ‘‘bar chef” but like a 
gracious barman ought, in a vest, a name tag, 
and a tie. He’s one who hears “Chardonnay!” 
being bellowed by a drunkish chorus in 
the back corner and has the bottle out and 
uncorked before the final syllable is uttered. 

And there are cocktails. Elegant ones, 
ceremonial ones, boozy, slushy ones. Despite 
the Deco architecture that suggests an 
expensive hotel lobby from an Orson Welles 
flick, this is a democratic bar. Just look to 
the bowls of kicked-up Goldfish crackers 
and Tiki drinks for proof 

Or consider the veggies and dip, arosyring 
of radishes and kohlrabi crowded around a 
pond of Ranch dressingtinged with kimchee. 

It’s Minnesota and it’s worldly. It’s 
provincial and it’s daring. It’s old and it’s 
new, it’s the mayor and the floor varnisher, 
and it’s beyond intellectual. It’s genius. 03

in France with dreams of becoming 
a painter. Jerrys artistic aspirations 
take a backseat, however, when he 
grows smitten with Lise, an enigmatic 
Parisian woman pursuing her own 
passion as a dancer.

In attempting to examine A Sunday on 
La Grande Jatte, the famed pointillist 
painting by Georges Seurat, one should 
avoid fixating too closely on any 
one spot lest the image dissolve into 
disconnected dots. Only by stepping 
back to take in the entire scope does 
the intricately rendered scene reveal 
itself So it is with Sunday in the Park 
with George, the fanciful musical by 
composer Stephen Sondheim and 
pla 5 Avright James Lapine.

An immigrant and a room full of Trumpists go head-to-head in Beatriz at Dinner

B eatriz at Dinner is a small film with 
huge scope: A short dinner party 
takes aim at the Trumpist vision 
of America. 

Salma Hayek plays Beatriz, a Mexican 
massage therapist and holistic healer. 
Beatriz mostly works with sick patients 
at the Arendale Cancer Center, but she also 
makes house visits to healthy clients like 
Cathy (Connie Britton), an obscenely rich 
woman who first met Beatriz when the 
former’s daughter had cancer. Given the 
history, Cathy considers Beatriz a friend of 
the family. So when Beatriz’s jalopy won’t 
start, Cathy invites her to the dinner they’re 
having with her husband’s boss, coworker, 
and their wives. 

Beatriz, whom Cathy describes as a saint, 
awkwardly hobnobs through acouple glasses 
of wine and learns she’s in the presence of 
Doug Strutt (John Lithgow), a combination 
of Donald Trump and our hometown villain. 


Walter Palmer, the dentist who killed Cecil 
the Lion. He’s an unsympathetic mogul 
who says what he wants, hunts big game 
for sport, and makes ethically questionable 
business deals without a second thought. 
Beatriz, who loves all living creatures dearly 
and recently found her pet goat strangled 
in her yard, isn’t having any of it. 

There’s no delicateness here. From the 
young associate (Jay Duplass) who sud¬ 
denly realizes how rich he’s going to be 
at the sight of the hosts’ house, to Strutt 
grilling Beatriz about where she’s really 
from, every move is a blatant condemna¬ 
tion of conservative America, the 1 percent, 
and Donald Trump. To say the movie lacks 
subtlety is not a knock, just an assessment 
of director Miguel Arteta’s narrow focus 
and aversion to puss 5 Tooting. 

With Beatriz’s premise, writer Mike 
White (probably best known for movies 
like Orange County and School of Rock) 
found the perfect setup to unload criticism 
on the Right. To that effect, it would have 


been easy for White to Mary Sue the hell 
out of Beatriz. But she’s imperfect—and a 
better character for it. Beatriz and Strutt are 
simply firm ideological opposites who fate, 
upon which the two later muse, has seated 
together at a dinner table. It’s Sartre’s No 
Exit simplicity, and save for an unsatisfy¬ 
ing ending, the movie works because of it. 
This is the unstoppable force meeting the 
immovable object. 

Of course. White’s track record tells you 
the movie will be funny, though given the 
backdrop of our political reality, there’s a 
bitter aftertaste. Laughs come atthe expense 
of Lithgow’s character, who always seems 
to be saying or doing something so racist or 
uncaring that it’s comical—until you’re hit 
with the sobering realization that essen¬ 
tially this character is the president of the 
United States. This underlying sense of 
existential dread pokes its head into a lot 
of White’s movies with varying degrees, 
but comes out full frontal here. At times, 
Beatriz at Dinner is an extremely uncom-

fortable movie, and White clearly wants 
us to squirm. 

But what’s most interesting sboutBeatriz 
at Dinner is the portrayal of its wealthy 
characters’ seemingly innocuous lives. Sure, 
Lithgow clearly got a kick out of pla 3 dng an 
immoral blowhard and Hayek is equally 
fantastic as his weird yet righteous evening 
nemesis, but Arteta and White’s scrutiny 
of the banal side of 1 percent life shouldn’t 
be overlooked. 

These characters don’t believe they’re 
the bad guys. They don’t necessarily act out 
of malevolence. They certainly don’t think 
themselves evil. And the fact that they’ve 
benefited from inequity, at the expense of 
other people, doesn’t cross their minds. 
That they don’t see it is Beatriz atDinnefs 
most salient point. 03

Artists struggle to find fame and the meaning of life

A t the outset, Fly By Night seems 
like a story weVe seen before. 
A woman falls for her sister’s 
mismatched fiance, but doesn’t 
want to hurt anyone, so she runs away You 
won’t see what’s coming in the second act 
of the Jungle Theater’s summer musical, 
though: It’s not a show for people who 
don’t like surprises. 

The 2011 musical is the brainchild of 
pla 5 twright Kim Rosenstock (a staff writer 
on Fox’s New Girl), who collaborated with 
co-writers Will Connolly and Michael 
Mitnick. Director Sarah Rasmussen helms 
this regional premiere, which ventures 
into some of the same cosmic territory 
the Jungle explored last year with Con¬ 
stellations. 

The sisters are Miriam (Leah Anderson) 
and Daphne (Royer Bockus), who leave 
their South Dakota town in 1964 and head 
to the Big Apple because Daphne sees a 
career for herself on Broadway and needs 
Miriam’s moral support. While Daphne’s 
shopping headshots, she meets Harold 
(Chris Koza), a dreamy dude who works 


in a sandwich shop but nurtures his own 
dreams of making it in music. 

Soon they’re engaged, but they rarely 
actually see each other because Daphne’s 
deep in rehearsals with Joey (Joshua James 
Campbell), a playwright who takes her 
as his muse. It’s obvious they’re a better 
match, and that the quiet Harold should 
be with Miriam. Love is never simple, 
though, and especially not in this show. 

Fly By Night is constantly jumping 
around through time and space, and our 
conductor is narrator Jim Lichtscheidl, 
who also plays an array of supporting 
characters. Lichtscheidl’s flexible comic 
talents make him perfectly suited for the 
role, which is a good thing because we 
see a lot of this narrator. 

The prominence of the narrator is part 
of the show’s argument that our lives are 
profoundly shaped by circumstance and 
fate, a point that’s driven home when the 
extraordinarily coincidental timing of 
the 1965 Northeast blackout becomes a 
key plot development. We’re reminded 
to cherish our time together and follow 
our bliss, but it does become challenging 
to S5mipathize with characters who are so

often their own worst enemies. 

Koza, who fronts the real-life band 
Rogue Valley, has a convincingly sincere 
mien and a nice way with Harold’s yearn¬ 
ing numbers. The best songs, though, go 
to Daphne: Bockus gets not only a twit- 
terpated duet with Harold C'More Than 
Just a Friend”) but also the show’s best 
and biggest ballad, ‘T Need More.” Bockus 
has a lot of fun with the sweet but self- 
centered starlet, while Anderson grounds 
Miriam with a finely honed performance 
that eschews plain-Jane stereotypes. 

Rasmussen has a special talent for 
infusing shows with warmth, and Fly 
By Night has a lot of winning moments. 
That warmth, though, runs up against an 
almost cruel streak that leaves you won¬ 
dering whether somebody pissed in the 
writers’ LaCroix between the first and 
second acts. The characters look up at the 
stars, waiting for the narrator to explain 
the meaning of life. Aren’t we all? 03

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SUBURBAN DESTROYERS 

Forest Lake punks the Pour Organs are on a mission from Satan

U hould we pray first?” 

Outside it’s rapturously 
> sunny, but I’m sitting in 
the windowless meat fog of 
Matt’s Bar with four unrepentant scum¬ 
bags. The waitress who lays down our 
Jucy Lucys is unaware that, with every 
drop of cheese sauce, she’s further fueling 
the apostate indulgence of Forest Lake 
psych-punks the Pour Organs. 

DJ, the guitarist, asked the question. 
Of course he doesn’t really think we 
should pray. 

DJ refuses to give his last name 
because he’s afraid going on the record 
as a pot-billowing psych-rock heretic 
could jeopardize his father’s business. 
But the Pour Organs aren’t usually so 
careful about who they piss off. Their 
debut EP, Church and Destroy (out June 2 
and being celebrated with a show at the 
331 Club on June 16), is a burned bridge 


set to wax. In wild, destructive bursts, 
they fray relationships with friends and 
family as they indulge in booze, church 
burning, and psilocybin. 

“I was raised in a super religious house¬ 
hold,” says lead singer Matt Spraungel. 
“I’m close to a lot of people and I have a 
lot of family members who are religious, 
and we get along fine, but it’s just silly that 
they’re Christian. It just fucks with my 
head that full-grown adults are walking 
around believing this bullshit.” 

Spraungel has an obvious madness 
about him. Rows of cryptic biker tat¬ 
toos lead up the sleeves of his L’Assassins 
T-shirt, and his sunglasses have left a 
deep impression on his nose that looks 
at a glance like a street boxing scar. He 
speaks only in dissent. 

“I was never shy about saying. Tuck 
this, this is ridiculous,”’ he says, mopping 
up a puddle of cheese with the heel of his 
burger. “I’ve always written really anti- 
religious songs, since a very young age.” 


As Spraungel was growing up in For¬ 
est Lake, his guitar was frequently held 
hostage. If he skipped church on Sunday, 
his father would lock his axe away until 
he sat for service the following week. This 
set up a lifetime of opposition between 
music and religion for Spraungel, plac¬ 
ing the guitar on the opposite end of the 
spectrum from the crucifix. 

The Pour Organs grew up on KQRS, 
and bands like Black Sabbath and Pink 
Floyd helped them combat the oppres¬ 
sion of rural Christian life. But they don’t 
approach their sacrilege earnestly — for 
them, conjuring the Dark Lord is an exer¬ 
cise in absurdity. “Lucifer Rising,” Church 
and Destroys lead single, treats blasphemy 
with the same level of futility as belief. 

“We think it’s really silly that people 
believe in this shit and that they’re so 
in people’s faces about it all the time,” 
says DJ. “So we were like, ‘Let’s just do 
exactly what they’re doing, and it’ll be 
as silly as believing in a zombie from 


2,000 years ago.’” 

As I probe through the basket of fries 
between us, Spraungel goes deeper into 
the darkness surrounding his relationship 
to his father. Spraungel’s dad wasn’t just 
devout — he was militant. He believed in 
a coming war on Christians and talked 
about selling the house to buy a bunker 
and an armory of guns. More recently, he 
got drunk and tried to fight Spraungel, 
then vanished, leaving his son to resolve 
his anger in song. 

The singer’s moment of vengeance 
comes in “Autoerotic Crucifixion,” 
which follows the night of the bender 
as Spraungel imagines his father, mad 
on holy indignation, coming home to 
bareknuckle with his son. “I hold the 
answer like a gun, it’s in a bottle, it’s in 
a Bible,” Spraungel sings. “Like a cancer 
to my son, I’m the villain, he’s my rival.” 

At this point in the conversation, the 
waitress returns, diffusing the tension. 
Spraungel, D J, and drummer Chris Wilson 
each eagerly order another beer. Bassist 
Cody Hillyard holds off, returning to his 
pint of water. He has to go to work later, 
and he doesn’t subscribe to the idea of 
a casual beer. 

“When I drink, I like to drink to die,” 
he muses. 

The Pour Organs’ name itself celebrates 
the band’s self-destructive indulgence — 
the moniker is derived from Spraungel’s 
offhanded concern about the toll drinking 
has taken on his body. While drinking 
shanties were a trademark of Spraungel’s 
previous band. Dead Bundy and the Neat 
Neat Neats, the Pour Organs tackle the 
band’s relationship with booze on much 
more dire terms. On “Pit of Bottles,” an 
uncharacteristically reflective Spraungel 
describes his drinking as “lycanthropic,” 
though he doesn’t go on to make the 
hereditary connection. 

Then there’s “Drug Wizard.” A stony, 
bluesy riff-fest, the song is a Tolkien- 
inspired fantasy of a wizard who guards 
a mythical stash of hallucinogens. Both 
fantasy and drug use are escapes for the 
band, who openly cop to being “pretty 
obnoxious stoners.” 

Wilson butts in to exempt himself, but 
the Stoner element runs deep through 
Church and Destroy. Spraungel wanted 
to emulate Paranoid when the band went 
into the studio, but parts of the record 
reek of Master of Reality (namely “Sweet 
Leaf” and “Into the Void”). 

Church and Destroy is replete with

Stoner ingenuity. To create the EP’s 
sound, the Pour Organs tracked live in 
the studio with no headphones and no 
metronome. They did minimal takes, and 
Spraungel often finished lyrics moments 
before la 5 dng down vocals. During one solo 
on ‘'Lucifer Rising,” D J bends a note too 
far, but they decided to leave the imper¬ 
fection in because, when they wrapped 
the recording, it was exactly 4:20 p.m. 

“We were like, ‘Let’s just not have any 
rules,”’ Hillyard says. “When we started 
the band, the joke was, ‘Let’s be like School 
of Rock where they write down their 
influences and dump ’em in a bucket.’” 

After we’ve divvied up the bill, as we 
push out into the unkind light of day,

there’s a moment of defeat for Spraungel 
and Wilson. The meal has been a reprieve, 
but now they’ll head back to Forest Lake. 

More than God, fathers, or sobriety, 
the Pour Organs’ hometown is the true 
antagonist of Church and Destroy. Every 
rebellion on the EP was born of their 
determination to never end up like their 
classmates who drove tractors to school 
senior year. Church and Destroy is a point- 
by-point rejection of everything that For¬ 
est Lake stands for. 

“That’s why our band is so dorky and 
horrible,” DJ says, adjusting to the sun¬ 
light. “We’re from a shitty town. We had 
nothing better to do than think of bad 
ideas.” 03

POKEY LAFARGE 

FIRST AVENUE, THURSDAY 6.15 
“Riot in the Streets” kicks off St. Louis-based 
Pokey LaFarge’s Manic Revelations with 
a horn-driven dissection of the incendi¬ 
ary circumstances of suburban Ferguson’s 
police shooting and subsequent uprising by 
frustrated residents. The new album’s other 
revolutionary revelation is the decades- 
forward shift of LaFarge’s sound from early 
jazz, old-time country, and blues to ’50s 
and ’60s pop and soul — particularly the 
latter, with horn charts swiped from the 
Asbury Jukes.

DAVID BAZAN 

TURF CLUB, SUNDAY 6.18 
Prolific Seattle songwriter David Bazan has 
never shied away from taking his music in 
previously unexplored directions. Beginning 
in the mid-’90s, he was the warm, under¬ 
stated frontman of Pedro the Lion, a Jade 
Tree Records mainstay until their breakup 
in 2006. Bazan’s foray into electronics, a 
2005 album with the short-lived but beloved 
band Headphones, holds up well as a docu¬ 
ment of mid-aughts indietronica. He began 
his solo career in earnest in 2006, with his 
past couple years particularly productive: 
Both 2016’s Blanco and 2017’s Care showed 
his affinity for S 3 mths and other electronic 
instrumentation while reviving songwriting 
tricks from his indie rock and slowcore past.
